WAsniKGTOX, May 16th.—The Vice-President laid 
before the Senate the following communication : 
Washington, May 16,1881. 
Sir : Will you please announce to the Senate that 
my resignation as a Senator of the Ut.ited States 
from the State of New York has been forwarded to 
the Governor of that State ? 
I have the honor to 
be, with great respect, your obedient servant, 
ROSCuE CONK UNO. 
This communication caused a great sensation, 
which was lightened when the Vice President laid 
the following before the Senate : 


S k n a t r C h a m b k r , May 16,1381. 
S ir: I have forwarded to the Governor of the 
State of New York my resignation as a Senator of 
the United States for the Stite of New York. 
Will 
you please announce the fact to the Senate ? W'ifch 
great respect, vour obedient servant, 
T. C. PLATT. 
Great astonishment followed the reading of the 
communications, and Hi 1 of Georgia suggested 
(sotto voce) that this would be a good time to elect 
odicers of the Senate. 
Burnside, Chairman of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, reported back favorably from that com­ 
mittee the resolution declaring the consent of the 
United States Government to be a condition pre­ 
cedent to the construction of the ship canals or 
other ways fur the transportation of sea going ves­ 
sels acrosi the Isthmus connecting North anu South 
America, and also the rules and regulations under 
which other nations shall participate in the use of 
such canals or other way*. 
Burnside ga\e notice that he would call it up to­ 
morrow. 
Daw es moved to go into executive session. 
Hill and Cockrell said Dawes c aimed that the Re­ 
public would be subverted unless the resolution w*as 
acted on. 
Dawes said Hill was never convinced until he 
hap)>ened to have a majority. 
Hill *aid to Davis of Illinois that there was noth­ 
ing to prevent the Senate adjourning this week. 
The Senate then went into executive session, and 
when the doors were reopsned adjourned. 


T h e R e sig n a tio n S e n t to th e d c v e r u o r o f 
h ew Y o rk , 
Albany, May 16tb.—Following is the full text of 
the resignation sent to the Governor by Senators 
Conkling and Piatt: 
Washington, May 14, 1881. 
Transmitting as we do our 
resignations re­ 
spectively of the great trusts with which New York 
has honored us, it is fit that we acquaint you, and 
through you the Legislature and people cf the 
htate, frith the reasons which in our judgment 
make such a step respectful and n-cessary. Some 
weeks ago the President sent to the Senate in a 
group the nominations of several persons for pub ic 
offices already filled 
One of these cilices is the 
Collect-orehip of the port of New York, now held by 
General Merritt. Another is the Consul-Generalship 
at London, now held by General Radeau. Another 
is the Charge d' Aff iires to Denmark, held by Mr. 
Cramer. Another is the mission to Switzerland, held 
by Mr. Fish, sen of the former distinguished 
Secretary of Stite. Mr. Fish has, in deference to 
the ancient practice, placed hi* |>osition at the dis­ 
posal of the new Administration, but, like thi other 
persons named, he was ready to reir ain at his post 
if permitted to do so. 
AH these officers, save only 
Mr. Cramer, are citizens of New York. It was pro- 
po?ed to displace them all, not for any alleged 
fauPs or for any alleged need or advantage of the 
public service, but in order to give the great office 
of Collector of the j»ort of New York to Mr. William 
II. Robertson, as a reward for ceitain act* of his, 
which are said to Lave aided in making the nomina- 
tim of General Garfield possible. The cliain of re­ 
moval* thus proposed was broken by General Badeau 
promptly dr dining to accept the new place to which 
he was to be sent. These nomination» summoned 
every' member of toe Senate to say whether he ad­ 
vised such transactions. The movement was 
MORE THAN A SURPRISE. 
Wc had been told only a # few hour* before that 
no removals in the New York offices were soon to 
be made, or even considered, and had been re­ 
quested to withhold the paj*rs and suggestions 
biaring on the subject, which had been sent to us 
for prcsertution should occasion arise, until we hai 
notice from the President of his readiness to re­ 
ceive them. 
Learning that the Vice-President was 
equally surprised, and had been equally misled, we 
went to Mr. James, a Cabinet officer from our State, 
and learned that though he had spent some time 
with the President on the morning of the day the 
nominations were sent in, no disclosure of an inten­ 
tion to send them bad becu made to him, and that 
he first knew of the matter hy hiarsay following 
the event. 
After earnest reflection and corsulta- 
tion, wt believtd the proceeding unwise and wrong, 
whether considered 
wholly in relation to the 
preservation of the integrity of the public service 
and the public extmple to be set, or in Marion 
also 
to 
the 
integrity 
of 
the 
Republican 
party. 
No 
public 
utterance of comment or 
censure was made by either of us, in the Senate or 
elsewhere. On the contrary, we thought that the 
President would reconsider his action, so sudden 
and hasty, and would at least adopt a less hurtful 
and objectionable mode of requiring personal rr 
individual service*. In thi* hope the following 
pat>er was prepared and signed, and presented by 
Mr. James to the President, who was subsequently 
informed Hud you had authorized your name to be 
added also : 
THE REMONSTRANCE. 
To the President: We beg leave to remonstrate 
against the change in the Collectorship at New 
York by the removal of Mr. Merritt and the ap- 
I«ointment of Robertson. The pr.qosal was wholly 
a surprise. We heard of it only when the sev­ 
eral nominations involved *n the plan was an­ 
nounced in the Senate. We had only two days 
before 
this 
been 
informed 
by you that a 
change 
in 
the 
customs 
officers 
at 
New 
York was not contemplated, and were quite 
Ignorant of your parpóse to tnke any action now. 
We had no opportunity until after the nomination* 
to make the suggestions we now present. 
We do 
not believe that the interests of the public service 
will be promoted by removing the present Collector 
and pulling Mr. Robertson in his stead. Our opin­ 
ion is quite the reverse, and we believe no political 
advantage can be gained for the Republican p»rty 
or it* prtuc pies. Believing that no individual has 
cbim s »>r obligations which should be liquidated in 
such a modo, wc earnestly and respectfuM> tsk that 
the nomination of Mr. Robertson be withdrawn.

A DISAPPOINTMENT. 
This paper was presented to the President by Mr. 
James on Monday, the 28th day of March. Know­ 
ing the frequency with which every one of the 
twenty Presidents rf the Republic, and markedly 
the present incumbent, bad withdrawn nominations 
on less serious representations, we did not appre­ 
hend that such suggestions would be treated as an 
intrusion or invasion of any prerogative of the 
nominating p*wer. We were disappointed. Imme­ 
diately the public press, especially in articles and 
¿¡¿batches written by thoae in cV*o and constant 
association with the President and w ith an influen­ 
tial member of his Cabinet, tcened with violent de­ 
nunciations of the Senators from New York for op- 
Ijosipg the Administration and dictating to the 
President. Poisons who riritod the Executive Man 
siou rr posted the President a- resentful aud impa­ 


tient of 44 advice and consent ” to what he proposed. 
We m ale no assault upon anybody. We have at all 
times 
REFUSED TO ANSWER QUESTIONS 
Bv representatives of the press, or make complaint 
or comment, or even a denial of the truthless 
charges published against us by officious champions 
of 44 the Administration.” 
Indeed, bcyoixi confi­ 
dential consultation? with hr »ther Senators and offi­ 
cers, we have said nothing until nowon the subject, 
^ 
nor have we, or either of us, 
promoted the dead 
? 
lock in the Senate ” in order to prevent or influence 
action on any nomination; nor have we eversostAted. 
Immediately after the nominations were published, 
Id* tere and telegrams m great numbers came from 
every part of the State from its leading citizens, 
protesting against the proposed changes and con­ 
demning them on many ground*. 
Several thou­ 
sands of the leading mercantile firm* of New 
York, constituting, we are informed, a majority of 
every branch of traie, 6ent in rcmonstrauces. 
Sixty of the eighty one Republican members of the 
Assembly, by letter or memorial, representatives in 
Congress, State officials, business men, professional 
men, commercial, industrial and political organiza­ 
tions, are among the remonstrants, aud they speak 
from every section of the State. 
OTHER NOMINATIONS. 
Besides the nominations already referred to, 
there were awaiting the action of the Senate several 
citizens of New York named for ©ffiees connected 
with the Courts—District Attorneys and Marshals. 
These were all reappointed. Most of them had been 
originally commissioned by Mr. Hayes. They were 
certified to by Judges of Courts and many other 
prominent persons, who attested the faithfulness 
and merit of their service, and recommended their 
continuance. They were not presentad by us. We 
have not attempted to dictate, nor hav e we asked the 
nomination of one person to any office in the State. 
Indeed, with the single exception of the written re­ 
quest set forth above, wc have never even expressed 
an opinion to the President, in any case, unless 
questioied in regard to it. 
Some days ago the 
President abruptly withdrew the names of General 
Woodford and Mr. Tenny, and of two Marshals. 
Tli’s unprecedented proceeding, whether admissible 
by law or not, was gravely significant. 
The Presi­ 
dent liad nominated tbe9e officers after they had 
been weighed in the balance. 
Their official records 
were before him, and had been fully scrutinized and 
approved. It muri be presumed that the nomina­ 
tions sho Id be made, and that it was his duty 
to 
make 
them. 
There 
is 
no 
intimation 
that 
he 
discovered 
any unfitness 
in 
them 
afterwards. It could not be possible that he had 
discovered unfitness in all of them alike. What, 
then, was the meaning and purpose of this per­ 
emptory step? It was immediately stated, a* if by 
authority, and seems to be admitted, that the pur­ 
pose was to 
COERCE THE SENATE OB SENATORS 
To vote as they would not vote if left free from 
Executive interference. The design was to control 
the action of Senators touching matters committed 
by the Constitution to the Senate and the Senate 
exclusively. 
It has been suggested, in addi­ 
tion, 
that 
by 
recalling 
these 
nominations 
and 
holding 
them 
in his own 
hands, the 
President might, in the event of the failure of an­ 
other nomination, use them to compensate that 
failure. 
If it can be supposed that all these public 
trusts are to be, or would in any event be made 
personal perquisites, or thus handled and disposed 
of, not only to punish the independence of Sena­ 
torial votes and action, but to liquidate the personal 
obligations of any individual, however high in sta­ 
tion, the combinations are utterly vicious and de­ 
grading, and their acceptance would compel repre­ 
sentatives of States to fling down their oatli and 
representative duty at the footstool of execu ive 
power. Following this sweeping and startling ex­ 
ecutive act came 
AN OMINOUS AYOYTAL 
That dissent or failure to “ advise and consentM 
would be held an act of offense, exposing all Sen­ 
ator*, from whatever State, to executive displeas­ 
ure. Thu* we found ourselve9 con fro- ted by the 
question whether we sh 11 surrender the plain right 
and sworn duty of Senators by consenting to what 
we believe to be vicious ar.d hurtful, or be assigned 
a position of disloyalty to the Administration which 
we helped to bring in, and the success of which 
we earnestly wish for. 
We know no theory 
avowed by 
any party 
which 
requires such 
submission as is now exacted. Although party ser­ 
vice may be fairly considered in maki g selections 
of public officers, it can hardly be maintained that 
the Senate is bound to relieve, without cause, in­ 
cumbents, merely to make places for those whom 
from individual reac »ns even the President or mem­ 
bers of his Cabinet wishes to repay for being 
recreant to others or serviceable to him. 
GENERAL MERRITT’» APPOINTMENT. 
Only about two years ago the Senate advised that 
Genrral Merritt l e appointed Collector at New 
York. 
It is undt retard that among the Senators 
who »o advised was Mr. Windom, now Secretjry of 
the Treasury and head of the Department whose 
subordinate Gen. Merritt is. Another Senator known 
to have given this advice was Mr. Kirkwood, now 
Secretary'of the Interior. 
Itds said, likewise, the 
Postmaster General from our own State. These 
Cabinet officer* were not taken into consultation 
touching the removal of General Merritt, but their 
sworn and official action as Senators is none tho 
less instructive. That the late Secretary of the 
Treasury and late Administration, up to its expira­ 
tion, less than ten weeks ago, approved General 
Merritt as an officer, i* well known, and it is 
nowhere suggested that any citizen had petitioned 
for his remo al, or that official deli quency on his 
part is the reason of it. 
In place of an experienced 
officer, in the midst of his term fixed by law, it is 
proposed suddenly to put a rnan w ho has had 
NO TRAINING FOR THE POSITION, 
And who cannot be said to have any special fitness 
for the official dutiee. 
In the inaugural of Presi­ 
dent Garfield, delivered on the 4th of March, stand 
these words: ‘‘The civ’i service can rever be 
placed on a satisfactory basis until it 13 regulated 
bylaw. For the good of the service Itself, for the 
protection of those who are intrusted with the ap­ 
pointing power against a waite of time and the ob­ 
struction of pub’ic business caused by the inordi­ 
nate pressure f r place, and for the protection of in­ 
cumbent* against intrigue and wrong, I shall at the 
proper 
time 
ask 
Congress to fix the ten­ 
ure 
of 
minor 
officer* 
of 
the 
several 
executive departments, and prescribe the grounds 
upon which removal* shall be made during the 
terms for which the incumteota have been appoint­ 
ed.” How good the distinction is which would make 
a majority of the offices a prey to intrigue and 
wrong, and side d the minor offices from like havoc, 
and whether the Collectorsbips of the country 
should belong to the exposed or to the protected 
class, need not be decided bere. Assuming General 
Merritt to be an officer of average fitness and hon­ 
esty, it might be reasonably argued that all Senators 
should w ith alacrity advise his displacement by a 
man of obvious superiority. Possibly it might be 
said that all should advise the selection in General 
Merritt’s place of a man who without superior fit­ 
ness bad rendered his country, even his party, con­ 
spicuous and exalted service. The case In hand 
DOE» 
NOT BELONG 
TO 
EITHER OF THESE 
CLASSES. 
The vocation of Mr. Robertson, his professional and 
legislative e\i*nence and his surroundings do net 
show superiority in the qualities, in the knowledge 
of business habits and familiarity with the revenue 
laws and system of the United States which might 
make him more competent than General Merritt to 
collect the State revenue and administer the vast 
business pertaining to the Port M New York. Cer­ 
tainly he cannot in this respect be htdd an excep­ 
tion to the rules of right or x*onsistency on which 
the Constitution and laws have placed the pnl lie 
service. We know of no C ngressional cr political 
service rendered by Mr. Robertson so transcendent 
that the Collectorehip of New York should be taken 
in the middle < f a term and given to him as a 
rrcompense. Mr. Robertson is reported by the 
New York Tribune to declare that his nomination 
was a 44reward” for Lis action as delegate to the 
National Convention. 
If Mr. Robertacn, in his ac­ 
tion, was influenced by a sense of duty, if he voted 
wee* i 'ing to his honest cmviction, it is difficult to 
see what his cl im is fur any reward, not to speak 
of such a great reward. 
The action for which 
an esriruatc is thus invitod is understood to 
ho th is: 
Mr. Roberts >n and sixty.uine other 
men accepted 
from the 
State Convention a 
certain trust. They sought and accepted the poai 
tion of agents—delegates to * Natl mid Convention. 
The S*aic Convention declared that its plainly 
stated judgment and policy was to be observed and 
supported by ih*«se it commissioned. To this dec 
iaraiiou ail selected as delegates gave an implied 
Consent, but several of them In r dditiou made most 
specific personal pledges *>f engagement* toe.xcit 
themselves in good faith throughout to secure 
THE NOMINATION OK GENERAL GRANT. 
They made this pledge as a means of obtaining their 
own appointment as dtlegates, and they did, as wc 
both ¡«ram al!/ » n w, c-aim 
their 
seats in

National Couventi *u upon the fa-th 
of 


their 
personal 
statements 
of 
their 
earnest­ 
ness 
and 
fidelity. 
The 
obligation 
they 
assumed we understood to involve their integ­ 
rity *s much as the obligation of one who receives 
the proxy of a stockholders’ incorporation upon a 
pledge and promise to vote as his principal would 
vote. Whether Mr. Robirtsou was or was not him­ 
self iMiund, not ouly by honor j.nd implication, but

more an 
act of disrespect Qr treason to the nominating 
l>ower than the verdict of a juror or the decision of a 
Judge. The idea that the Senate is simply to find 
out what is wanted and do it, we cannot believe 
safe or admissible, and thus far no party has dared

HOW THE NEWS WAS RECEIVED AT ALBANY. 


A l b a n y , May 16th.—When the news of the resig­ 
nations of Senatore Conkling aud Platt was received, 
it was bulletined by the evening papers, but excited 
little interest. The hotels, as usual on Monday, were 
quite empty, aud those sh o talked of the matter 
simply wondered w hat would be the next move. 
Later members of the Legislature commenced ar­ 
riving. when some interest was manifested. 
No 
one, however, pretended to know what the result 
would be. Not a few thought that both Senators 
would be re elected, and it was suggested that Conk- 
ling would be elected to fill the vacancy caused by 
the resignal ion of Platt. This would give him two 
years more than he had to serve. No information 
could bo secured at the executive chambers beyond 
the expression of a supposition that the news 
was correct.

The most general im­ 
pression is that both the resigning S no ter* will be 
re-elected, and thus show a legislative indorsement 
of the position they occupied, in order to counteract 
the influence of the resolutions of the Senate and 
Assembly indorsing Senator Robertson’s nomina­ 
tion. 
As soon as it was made known that the 
Governor intended to send a letter of reasons for 
the resignation to the Legislature, great interest 
was 
manifested to 
learn 
what 
they 
were.

and when the Senate adjourned those in that cham­ 
ber found their way into the Assembly chamber. 
During the reading of the letter the spectators occu­ 
pied all the standing room, and at the conclusion of 
the reading the Speaker Was obliged to order the 
floor cleared so that business could lie proceeded 
with. The Conklingites are very reticent, and will 
not intimate what is to be done. The auti-Conk- 
Lngites are in high gke. The time for going into 
an election to fill the vacancies will be fixed to-mor­ 
row. 
TOO KULL FOR UTTERANCE. 
Washington', May loth.—The ofl;c5al notifica­ 
tion to the £e:iat¿ to-day that .he resigna­ 
tions of Sc iators Conkling and Platt had leen 
f irwarded to the Governor of New York took 
ever) body by surprise. 
A Western Associated 
Press rep Tter mixed among tke Senators to get 
opinions, but the surprise was so c •mplete that 
they were unable to fonn opinions, and generally 
expressed conjectures and surmises. One Republi­ 
can Senator said that Conkling and Platt had better 
be re elected by the New York Legislature now in 
session, and that will be claimed as an indorsement 
of their opposition to Robertson at the hands of the 
Republican party of New Yoik. The Republicans 
ah feel sure of Conklin^’* re electicn, but some few 
have doubts about Platt. 


JUBILANT DEMOCRATS. 
The Democratic Senators universally express 
gratification at the resignations. T h'y say it will 
widen the breach in the Republican party of New 
York, and increase the bitterness of the stalwarts 
towards the Ad ministration. The Demrcrats i ow 
have a majority of the Senate, but so far as can be 
learned, no attempt will be made towards reforming 
the aommittees. 
Pendleton, Chairman of the 
Democratic caucus, says no such action is thought 
of; that the committees will remain as now organ­ 
ized. 
THEORIES AND RUMORS. 
The theory which has been advanced that Senators 
Platt and Conkling are quite confident of being re­ 
turned by the New York Legialaturo is very gen­ 
erally accepted, but in some quarters it is main­ 
tained that on account of the Legi-lature having 
heretofore indorsed the nomination of Robertson to 
be Collector of the Port of New York, it cannot 
consist cully indorse the action of the two Senators 
in opposing it. All sorts of rumors are afloat re­ 
garding other resignations which are to follow', 
Vice-President Arthur being among those men 
tioned in this connection. There is, however, no 
apparent foundation for the reports. 
Secretar)* Windom was called to the Executive 


Mansion shortly after 1 o’clock, and has been there 
ever since. 
President Garfield was apprised of the coutem- 
p’atid resignations early this morning. 
M 1HONE, GORHAM AND RIDDLEBERGER PLACED 
UPON A BACK SEAT. 
Senators are greatly excited over the resignation 
of the New York Senators. The qutation is, What 
shall te done ? Th*s sensatio al aud violent move 
on the New York Senators' part seems t-o do away 
for the present with all hope of the election of Re­ 
publican officers of the Senate, and to relegate Ma- 
honc, Gorham and Riddleberger to the back ground, 
as it leaves the Republicans in the minority for the 
time being. It is said, however, that the pro­ 
gramme has been arranged, aud that the resignation 
of the two Senators, therefore, is regarded as a step 
whereby they can get a formal and emphatic justifi­ 
cation by the present New York Legislature. 


THE SCENE IN THE SENATE. 
When Senators Conkling and Platt’s resignations 
were read, it was a minute or two before the Sen­ 
ators could realize the truth, and that they had 
beard them read, aud then they looked at one 
another in perfect blank astonishment. The news 
created much excitement, and the Senators soon 
gathered together to discuss the biggest sensation 
of the year. The event was unexpected, therefore 
the more startling in effect. 
A correspondent 
asked one Senator what it all meant, but with one 
exception the answ*er was 441 don’t know.” One 
Senator said it had been reported that the New 
York Legislature 
favored the 
confirmation of 
Robertson, and is opposed to Conkling’s course. 
This, if true, w*ould seriously impair Conkliug’s 
strength at home, and he has therefore determined 
to see whether the Republicans of the State are 
with him or Robertson. It is a bold stroke, but 
will create consternation throughout the land. 
A CRISIS IN THE PARTY. 
The Senators, as they reflect upon the event, are 
disposed to regard it with more seriousness than at 
first, and some say frai.klv, after an hour’s knowl­ 
edge of the resignation, that there is a crisis in the 
history of the party, and only wise statesmanship 
can carry it through safely. 
A rumor gained circulation that Vice-President 
Arthur had resigned also, but this found few be­ 
lievers, as no person could tell to whom he would 
resign. It was not known of a way under the Con­ 
stitution by w hich he could resign his office. 
ROBERTSON’S CASE. 
The Republican caucus thi* afternoon, with only 
four dissenting votes, decided to bring the Robert­ 
son ccse before the Senate for action forthwith, and 
to procure an adjournment of the Senate sine die 
this week. 
THE KELLOGG CASE. 
A rumor was circulat -d that the Kellogg case 
might be brought up by the 1 emocrats, ia order to 
oust him, but this was officially put down by the 
Democratic leader», who say they wiil go on as now 
organized with business as rapidly as possible, and 
adjourn as scon as the President has nothing more 
for the Senate. 
BONA FIDE RK8IC. NATIONS. 
An ex-Senator, a close friend of Conkling'*, said 
today that the resignations are absolute, and tliat 
nothing couli procure tlicir withdrawal now. 1 he 
supporters of Conkling std e that the resignations 
were offered because the New York Senators feel 
that they have been badly treated by the Adminis­ 
tration ; that Robertson's nomination was made at 
the instigation of Blaine, to put Conkliug down ; 
that both Senators and the Vice-President protesttd 
against this warfare again.-1 the regular Republican 
organization of New York, but all their efforts 
failed. The Republican Senators refused to help 
them maintain the Republican party of the Empire 
State, and rather than remain to be put down and 
iusulted, both Senators resigned. This is tbe stroke 
of policy which it had been rumo-ed Conkling bad 
in view. Robertson will be promptly confirmed 
now. 
A LITTLE OF EVERYTHING. 
The Democrats will not table the resolution to 
select Senate officers unless the Republicans should 
call it up, which they will not do. It will go over to 
the next session. 
Don Cameron and Davtd Davis seem to be the 
only Senators who knew of the coming resignations. 
It is said that Conkling and Platt will not only 
regard their re-election a» an approval of their fight 
against Robertson, but also a rebuke to the Ad­ 
ministration. 
Senators generally say Robertson will be con­ 
firmed to-morrow, and the Sei afe will adjourn by 
Friday. 
S ion after the adjournment of the Senate the 
Republicans went into a caucus, for the purpose, it 
is understood, of determining what couree shall be 
pursued in regard to action in the Robertson case 
and other contested nomiuati na, and alto to con­ 
sider the subject of adjournment. 
It is generally believed that the nomination of 
Judge Robertson w ill be brought before the Senate 
for final action during the next few days, and the 
Sen ite will adjourn sine die toward t e cio.ie of next 
week. 
N ither Conkling nor Platt has been at the Capi­ 
tol to day, and in the absence of any authoritative 
explanation from them, the motive» and meauing of 
their resignation are left subject to mere speculation 
and conjecture. 


COMMENTS OF I HE PRESS. 


N e w 
Y o r k , May 10th —The Commercial says: 
The case of Senators Conkling and Platt is now in 
the hand* of New York, and it i* to decide whether 
or not it approves the action they have recently 
taken. New elections can take place a week from 
to-morrow, if the pap«rs are received in Albany to- 
d’jy, as the Revised Statutes provide that in c se of 
a vacancy occurring during a session of the Legisla­ 
ture, it shall be filled on the second Tuesday after 
the notification is received. It is believed that 
Conkling and Platt intend to stand fur rj-election, 
and will make the campaign a Uat of approval of 
their action in the Robertson matter. 
The Po«t comments: They have resigned in a 
pet, because they have not been allowed to have 
their own way. The act is contemptible in its 
childishness. Tbtir object is to revenga themselves 
upon the President and the Republican party. Not 
only is the proceeding undignified and unmanly, 
but it is not clear how it car. be effectual. If they 
are seeking an 44 indorsement" of their c«n uct by 
means of re-election, the experiment i* dangerous 
to m ale with a Legislature that a little while ago 
unanimously approved the nomination of Robert­ 
son. 
Perhaps after all the simplest explanation is 
the true one. Ptrhaps Conkling and Plait have 
concluded that if the Senate is anything more than 
an instrument for the distribution of |>atronage 
their occupation is gone. 1 hey can do the State no 
further service. 
If this shall turn out to be the 
truth, the grateful ¡>eople will treat them magnani­ 
mously, 
and

If two good, loyal Republicans like ex Secretary 
Evarts and George William Curtis should be chosen 
in their places, the whole country would rejoice, 
and this would pTobably be the result if Conkling 
and Platt had resigned their places subject to the 
filling t f vacancies by the election of a new legisla­ 
ture directly by the people uj*>n a Conkling and 
anti-Conkling issue, specifically defined. 
Lord 
Roscoe would not dare fcce such an issue in his ow n 
State at the present time. He knows that he and 
his machine would be utterly overthrown. As it is, 
f the Legislature sends him and Lis man Frid »y 
back to the Senate, he will claim it as a popular in­ 
dorse aent; but every man of sense iu the United 
States will know that the cla'm will be false and 
demagogical, and it will not attract to him any ad­ 
ditional support at Washington, nor bring to him 
any additional respect in the country at large. 
The Exprew says: This double resignation fills 
the city with excitement, and speculation Is rife. 
The Senators refuse to talk. They evidently feel 
deeply that it has precipitated a crisis. Conkling 
and Platt, of course, will appeal to the Legislature 
of New York, whose primary rule they have main­ 
tained. 44 Can they be re-clectcd ?” Some of their 
friends say 44 Yes,” emphatically; others shake 
their heads. The Adminibtrstion men say 44 No,’* 
but are evidently doubtful, and shake in theirshoes. 
It i» said that when Blaine heard the news he was 
shocked into speechless ness, and his face turned 
ashy pale. The hold man has been met by a bolder. 
It is a life and death struggle between the political 
gladiators. Conkling’s splendid audacity, in refus­ 
ing to be crushed by the Admiubtnilion anac nda, 
leaping into the arena and seizing fate by the fore­ 
top, awakens the A»hnL:is.r tion. The odds are 
against him. 
What it tbe Legislature shonld elect 
Depew aed Curtis to the two vacant places? 
The Sun says: The resignation of the two New 
York Senators is a highly scnFational proceeding. 
The only argument that ca;i he presented justifying 
such a manifestation is that a* the Retublican Ad­ 
ministration and the Republican majority of tho 
Senate have resolved to appoint to that office in thi» 
State, which controls opinion and votes the greatest 
number of men, a determined and uncompromising 
antagonist of Conkling and his followers—an anta; 
onist who is at the same time tho most cunning nml 
the most pertinacioai cf politiciai s -and a¿ ti is 


seems to Involve a policy of unsparing hostil­ 
ity toward the two Senators, it becomes proper 
for them to return their trusts into the hands of 
the Legislature, in order that it m»y either adopt 
aud commend this policy. On the other hand, it 
may commend the policy, and set the seal of appro­ 
bation upon the two Senators by electing them once 
more to the offices which they have now resigned. 
It is a novel as well as a very far-reaching complica­ 
tion which Mr. Conkling has now added to the 
previous difficulties of the Republican situation, 
and all intelligent men will wait with affected inter­ 
est to see how it comes o u t; but if Conkling should 
be beaten in the Legislature, as be has been in the 
Scna4e, will such a disaster crush him, or will it 
make him a greater man than ever ? Events will 
answer. 
The Staatu Ztituvg does not consider the prob­ 
able re-election of the Senators by the Legislature 
a vindication for Conkling. In order to have his 
course vindicated, it would have been necessary for 
Conkling to postpone Lis resignation until after 
the Legislature adjourned sire die, and then go be­ 
fore the public at the next election of members of 
the Assembly. Conkling may expect that the Dem­ 
ocrats in the United States Senate will now hesitate 
to confirm Robertson, and renew their efforts to 
elect the Senate officers. The Republicans should 
no longer be blind to the egotism of Conkling, 
who 
does 
not care for the welfare of 
Lis 
party if he cannot ru?e it. 
The Republicans 
should use their beet endeavors to get rid of Conk­ 
ling, and to that end they should influence the Leg­ 
islature. 
Although the battle for spoil*, which 
overshadow* everything in party politics, is strongly 
illusteated by this erent, there it itill a great prin­ 
ciple at stake, namely, the rights of the President 
a 'd Senate. For the sake of maintaining this prin­ 
ciple, the defeat of Conkling is also to be desired. 
The Brooklyn Eagle (Dem.) savs: The manifest 
object, as the gamblers wou d say, is to force some­ 
body’s hand. 
Whose hand ? is tho questiou. One 
obvious effect of this nonsense will be to make the 
Republican party of this State take side* without 
delay, and either support Conkling or be split fiom 
s’em to stern.

CHANCES FOR RE ELECTION. 
New York, May 17th—a. m.—There is no doubt 
among politicians that Conkling and Platt have re­ 
signed purely for effect. The machine now controls 
an absolute majority of the Legislature. 
When 
Platt was elected the vote was divided in caucus 
between two machine candidates—Platt and Craw- 
I y. Now, however, no machine candidate will en­ 
ter into the contest with Platt, and the opposition 
will place no candidate, as it would show their 
weakness. Therefore the two Senators will probably 
be re-elected unanimously. Another point, upon 
which the most stress is laid, is that Platt, on being 
elected, made a pledge to the anti-machine men, 
which pledge is now in the pqpsession of Chauncey 
M. Depew, who threatened to make it public if 
Platt voted against Robertson. By means of his 
resignation and securing a re-cleetion Platt will 
esca¡>e the obligation he entered into, and will be 
free hereafter to obey Conkling without qualifica­ 
tion. 
THE CABINET AT THE WHITE HOUSE.

Judge Stanley Matthews was accused by speakers 
at a public mooting in New York Saturday evening 
of being a paid attorney of Jay Gould, 0. P. Hunt­ 
ington and the Union Pacific Railroad. A friend of 
Judge Matthew* desires it known, as a matter of 
justice, that this ftatement is absolutely without 
foundation, and that Judge Matthews has never 
been emp’oyed by Gould or Huntington, nor has 
he ever been an attorney for any one of the Pacific 
railroads, or employed by them, or in receipt of 
money from them. 
His friends say he does not 
think it necessary to reply to the attacks upon him, 
proposing to let his conduct on the bench he hi* 
answer to such attacks; but as the assertions above 
positively contradicted were made by speakers at a 
public meeting, they regard it a* only just to him 
to make tbe truth known.

THE SHIP CANAL—REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON FOREIGN RELATIONS. 
The following is the fu 1 report submitted to the 
Senate to-day by Burnside, in behalf of the Com- 
mitte on Foreign Relations: 
The Committee on Foreign Relations, to whom 
was referred the lesolutions on the construction of 
» ship canal across the Isthmus of Daritn, having 
bad the same under consideration, report that the 
subject embraced in the resolution is one of great 
national importance, and worthy of most careful 
consideration. (Here follows the copy of the reso­ 
lution referred to.] This resolution had unanimous 
report* from the Committee on Foreign Relations, 
by Hon. William W. Eaton, its Chairman, at the 
lw t session of the Senate, but was not acted upon 
for want of time, and was again brought before tho 
Senate at this session by the Senator from Alabama. 
Certainly the United States cannot remain quietly 
acqui:scing and see any foreign Government or cor­ 
poration monopo’ize the control of a great route of 
transport iti- n of ships across the Isthmus of Daritn. 
It i* an affair of vital importance to those who 
dwell 
on 
the 
Atlantic 
and 
Pacific 
coasts, 
a* 
well 
as 
to 
ihe 
people 
of 
foreign 
countries. President Monroe, a wise and discreet 
man, announced in a public message to Congress in 
December, 1823, that 44 the American Continents, 
by the free and independent condition which they 
have assumed and maintained, are henceforth not 
to be con-idered subjects for future colonization by 
any European power.” This declaration has since 
been known as tbe 44 Monroe doctrine.” Whilst it 
do.*s not directly apply to the coustmcti n of an in 
teroceanic canal, the principle underlying it, which 
principle lie* at the very foundation of our public 
w elfare and safety, lead* us to the announcement of 
the doctrine contained in this n solution. This Mon­

FAMOUS 
SOUPS. 


The noble 
gourmet, the Marquis de 
C'ussy, invented a famous ouion soup ; 
Choose twenty small white onions ; take 
off the outer skin, then cut them up in a 
stew-pan with a piece of fresh butter ; 
add a little sugar. 
Continue turning them 
until they assume a beautiful golden color ; 
then add sufficient quantity of rich broth 
and the sippets of necessary bread. When 
served add a glass (a carafe glass) of old 
brandy. 
For fasting in Lent M. de C’ussy 
prepared this soup for himself, and for an 
unexpected guest he always had in reservo 
a piece of salmon and asparagus, yet nat­ 
urally the secret of preparing this deli­ 
cately-flavored soup no longer remained a 
secret. 
The great German artist, Vollmer, 
has given to posterity a superb mock tu r­ 
tle soup, and this is the way he prepared 
it : Bone a scalded calf’s head, boil it for a 
quarter of an hour in a great deal of 
water, then cool it in cold water and cut 
it in lozenges an inch thick. 
P ut these in 
a stew-pan, pour over soup stock and boil 
for two hours till done. 
Now take a head 
of cellery, two carrots, an onion, a parsnip, 
all cut in slices; three ounces of butter 
and three tablespoonfuls of brown broth, 
and two spoonfuls of soup stock, add to 
this some thyme, sweet basil (which gives 
a peculiarly delicate flavor), and ten whole 
grains of pepper. 
The soup must be con­ 
tinually, or from time to time as needed, 
skimmed, and these, with the calf’s head 
broth, be strained through a hair sieve and 
seasoned with the necessary salt, a small 
quantity of cayenne and a glass of hot 
Madeira or sherry wine. 
Then take the 
call’s head out of the liquid in which it 
has been boiled, place it in the tureen, and 
pour the soup boiling hot over it ; there 
are also very small dumplings which are 
to be added made of chicken stuffing and 
boiled separately in soup stock. 
This 
stuffing is made 
from 
chicken breast 
pounded fine in a mortar, the skin being 
previously removed, and to four ounces of 
chicken add two ounces of bread crumbs, 
steeped in milk and pressed dry again, two 
onnce8 and a half of chopped bacon or three 
ounces of fresh butter well mixed, and all 
pounded together with one egg aud the 
yolk of another. 
Season with salt, pepper, 
nutmeg aud rub through a coaise sieve. 
This stuffing is chiefly used for dumplings.

What had Chinamen to look forward 
to if, in the midat of New York civilization, 
he could be struck down and murdered with­ 
out provocation. The District Attorney waa 
a busy otheir-1, and the Chínete muat hire 
counsel to collect evidence and assist at the 
prosecution. 
A 
gray - haired 
Chinaman 
named You Mun made a very eloquent 
speech. He said in San Francisco there were 
many Chinamen who merited death, but in 
New York every Chinaman worked hard for 
his living, and harmed no one. 
I.ey Tep, it 
ia said, was a mere boy, weak and inexperi­ 
enced. 
Hi* death was chargeable to the 
community at large, whieh permitted na­ 
tional hatred to estrange them from perse­ 
cuted immigrants, and to make them forget 
the duty they owed to all human being-, 
black, yellow or white. James E. Baptiste, 
the Chinese interpreter, who was present, 
showed to the Herald reporter a hook which 
was written about the murderer hy Chin Mun 
Fee, a young Chinese scholar who spoke at the 
meeting. A subscription list wa* produced 
by Chinamen and laid upon tho table. 
It 
was headed by an address to tho Chinese resi­ 
dents of New York, setting forth the cir- 
cumstanciB surrounding the death of Tep. It 
had been circulated throughout the whole 
city, and had been responded to liberally. 
Some of the signer* gave $50 apiece toward 
the prosecution fund, which aggregated over 
$2,000. This money is to be u*td to hire law­ 
yer* at once, so that the case may be prepared 
tor trial as speedily as possible. 
Toward the 
conclusion of the conference it Was suggested 
that an address ought to be sent to Governor 
Cornell, asking him to use his influence to se- 
enre a fair trial of the man who killed Tep. 
There seemed to be a belief among the Ce­ 
lestials that the jury before whom the case 
will be tried will render a verdict of acquittal 
on general principles. 
It was decided to 
send a petition already prepared to Chin Lin 
Pin. The prayer is that the Chinese shall be 
represented at the trial either by Young 
Wing, the Vice-Minister now at Washington, 
or that a special Consul be Eent to New York 
in his stead. 
“ In any event,” the petition 
concludee, “ it is absolutely necessary that 
the Chinese Government shall appoint a Con­ 
sul !o this city, as there are now a sufficient 
number of Chinese subjects residing here to 
warrant it.” Baptiste told the reporter that 
the Chinamen of this city propose to test 
their standing as residents in America by the 
manner in which this case will be conducted. 
If necessary they will raise $10.000. A mes­ 
sage is expected from the Chinese residents of 
San Francisco, who will be asked to join in 
the prosecution and petition the Chinese 
Minister.

A SLIGHT MISTAKE.

W e notice that the Free Library Trus­ 
tees at their last meeting decided that Do 
Foe’s “ Journal of the Plague ” should be 
classified as history. 
This n an eccentric 
classification, to put the case as mildly as 
possible. 
As a m atter of fact, Do Foe’s 
“ Journal of the Plague” is not history 
any more than “ Kobinson Crusoe” is 
history. 
It is, no, doubt, written with a 
verisimilitude well calculated to impose 
upon the unsophisticated, and it has so 
imposed upon several very intelligent per­ 
sons, as for instance Dr. Mead, who, in 
his “ History of the Plague,”- quotes Dc 
Foe as a standard authority, and regards 
him as a sober historian. 
But, Dr. Mead 
and several others to the contrary notwith 
standing, it is well known that the “ Jour­ 
nal cf the Plague ” is a work of fiction. 
It is highly probable that it contains much 
faithful description, for though De Foe 
himself was a litile child when the plague 
occurred, he may undoubtedly have heard 
from living witnesses of th at awful period 
more or less accurate accounts of it. 
For 
all this, however, liis story canmot be 
classed as history. 
It is like hundreds of 
works of fiction, “ founded on fact,” but 
it is not historical, aud it is only calculated 
to confuse and mislead young readers to 
put it in such a category. 


TPE ADVANCE OF PEO TECTIOtf, 


England is discontented at the new 
French tariff provisions, and the United 
States have also to apprehend injury from 
these changes. 
France is becoming u ltra­ 
Protectionist, and English manufacturers 
and merchauts are be.iuuing to inquire 
w hether it is possible for them to maintain 
Free-Trade in the absence of reciprocity. 
It is barely possible that in the course of 
the next ten years Protection may have 
reconquered all the countries it once lost. 
If this should be the case it is also possible 
th a t the world will 
be nearer genu­

Free 
Trade 
than 
ever 
before. 
For perhaps it 13 only by universal experi­ 
ence of the losses and injuries which result 
from Protection that the folly of that 
policy can be brought home to the world. 
A country which practices Protection it­ 
self, but which enjoys the advantages 
of Free Trade with its neighbors, cannot 
-comprehend the perversity and stupid­ 
ity of its own coarse. 
It is only when its 
own fiscal policy is retaliated upcn it all 
round that the evils of that policy can be­ 
come plaiu to it. 
It is therefore not alto­ 
gether to be lamented that France should 
lie resorting more thaa ever to Protection, 
and that the Free T rale urea should seem 
to bo diminishing instead of expanding.

I t is gradually coming out that while the 
star route frauds were being perpetrated 
most audaciously, many honest men in the 
employ of the Postoffice reported against 
them, exposing them fully, but received no 
other satisfaction in the majority of in­ 
stances, than swift dismissal from the ser­ 
vice.

THE RESIGNATION OF THE NEW YORK 
82S áT 0K S. 


The news of the resignation of Senators 
Conkling and P iatt yesterday was a com­ 
plete surprise, and therefore it is not prob­ 
able that it was the carefully arranged 
consummation of a predetermined plan. 
The motives underlying it will of course be 
variously interpreted until the full in­ 
tentions of Messrs. Conkling and P latt 
are revealed. 
A general and quite plau­ 
sible conjecture is that they mean to in­ 
troduce the English method of “ throwing 
themselves on the country ; ’ that is to 
say, that they intend to offer themselves 
to the New York Legislature, now in ses­ 
sion, for re-election. 
The only possible 
purpose of such a step would ce to Eecure 
ia this way a practical indorsement from 
their State, and thus to make it appear 
that the President, in insisting upon the 
confirmation of Robertson, ia going coun­ 
ter to the sentiment of New York. 
There 
is however an objection to the supposition, 
namely, th at the re-election of MeéSrs. 
Conkling and P latt would not necessarily 
be an indorsement of their attitude in the 
Robertson case. 
But it is suggested by 
some that the re-election of the two Sen­ 
ators who have resigned is not a foregone 
conclusion ; that the Legislature indorsed 
the nomination of Robertson by a unani­ 
mous vote, and th at therefore it can 
hardly be regarded as pledged to sustain 
.Mr. Conkling. 
On the other hand it may 
he urged plausibly that if Senator Conk­ 
ling desired a re-election he would not 
have resigned until he was certain th at he 
could retnrn to the Senate at will. 
There can be no doubt that these resig­ 
nations have surprised and startled both the 
Senate and the public, and th at whatever 
else they signify they do not augur well 
for the harmony of the Republican party. 
If Senator Conkling has resigned with no 
other object than to return to the contest 
recruited and strengthened, it is inevitable 
that his enemies should use their best en­ 
deavors to defeat his programme, and pre­ 
vent his re-election. 
W hatever his inten­ 
tions, it is clear th at he has taken the 
singular step 
of surrendering a 
large 
amount of power at the very moment when 
he might be supposed to have the most 
need for it. 
A .Senator who has resigned 
cannot be, no m atter what his prestige, as 
influential as a Senator in esse. 
His resig 
nation necessarily imports doubt into the 
situation. 
It is no longer certain th at he 
will be in a position hereafter to reward 
friends and punish enemies. 
Such a step 
affords all his enemies an advantage which 
they are sure to make the most of, and it 
must discourage and alienate the more 
timid among his former supporters. 
As regards the opinion of the public, 
the first question naturally asked will be, 
what is the justification for these resigna­ 
tions ? 
So far as is known there is no 
other cause for them than the nomination 
of Robertson. 
But admitting th at the 
confirmation of Robertson is extremely 
distasteful to Mr. Conkling, it is impossi­ 
ble to see how so comparatively trivial a 
m atter can explain the step he has taken. 
If he had carried the day the President 
would have had to bear precisely the 
same humiliation as is forced upon Mr. 
Conkling. 
But nobody supposes th at the 
President would have resigned in that 
case. 
Other Presidents, General Grant 
among the number, have been compelled 
to put up with the rejection of their nom­ 
inations, and have borne the rebuffs very 
philosophically. 
There is no perceptible 
reason why Mr. Conkling should not have 
done the 
same 
thing, whatever light 
further explanations may throw upon the 
matter. 
A t this moment the whole busi­ 
ness has the appearance of unreasonable 
petulance and impracticable arrogance. 
This may not be the correct view of it, 
but it is the surface view, aud the only 
one yet attainable. 
Mr. Conkling has the reputation of 
being an able politician, and therefore it 
would he uusafc to assume that he had 
taken the present course without knowing 
what it would involve. 
U ntil however 
the public are made acquainted w ith his 
programme, Speculation will be indulged. 
If, for example, be had concluded to 
withdraw from political life, his resigna­ 
tion would have a very different interprc 
taiion from that necessitated by the theory 
that he has only “ let go to get a better 
hold.” 
But no m atter what his purpose, 
it is clear that he cinnot have taken 
hostages of Fate. 
No man can so plan 
for the future that his plans are certain of 
success. 
Every step forward is of neces­ 
sity more or less a step in the dark. 
Mr. 
Conkling therefore must have realized 
that in resigning his office he was at least 
encountering the risk 
of 
shipwreck, 
and his motives must have been extrem e­ 
ly powerful to justify him in 
taking 
such a risk. 
Should he and his colleague be re­ 
elected it will no doubt be to conduct a 
bitter war against the Administration. 
That consideration is of course against the 
retiring Senators. Their resignation, more­ 
over, cannot prevent the confirmation ot 
Robertson, but it will in all probability 
hasten it. 
And as the resignations were 
made before the nomination had come up 
in the Senate, they have the appearance of 
being rather premature, supposing them to 
he based upon that alone. 
It is probable 
that some of Mr. Conkling’a enemies will 
intimate that he has resigued in the belief 
that the country cannot do without him, 
and that the Government will be brought to 
a stand still in his absence. But though he 
has the reputation of being a self-sufficient 
man, it is hardly to be admitted that be 
could entertain ideas of this kind. 
The 
rational 
presumption 
is 
that 
he lias 
resigned as a last, and perhaps desperate, 
means of rehabilitating his failing power. 
It remains to be seen whether his calcula­ 
tions have been shrewd or fallacious. 


Since the above was written, and at a 
late hour this morning, the telegraph 
brings the.full text of the letters of resig­ 
nation sent to the Governor of New York 
by Conkling and Platt, which is published 
in another column. 
It presents a full and 
open statem ent of the reasons which moved 
the New York Senators to the action 
taken. 
Conjecture, therefore, gives place 
to certainty as to the nature of the griev­ 
ance complained of by the Senators. 


BIBLE 
REVISION. 


We published yesterday some columns 
of texts illustrating several of the more 
im portant changes which have been made 
in the text of the Bible by the revisors. 
A 
great many of these changes are of little 
consequence as regards the sense of the 
text, lu t in some th at sense is cot merely 
altered, but completely reversed, as, for in­ 
stance, in two of the verses cited by us 
yesterday, from Judges and Kings. 
The 
changes in the New Testament appear to 
be more im portant than those in the Old, 
as, for example, the sukatitution of the 
word “ hades” for “ h ell" everywhere, 
and the omission of cer!a:n veises which 
have been familial ly quo’.cd for centuries. 
I t is not of course to be supposed that the 
instances given by us yesterday at all fully 


represent the extent of the changes which 
have been made. 
T hat can only be 
realized through a comparison between the 
old and the new translations, but enough 
has been published to make it apparent 
that the new Bible will be in many respects 
very different from the old one. H owthese 
changes will operate upon the intelligence 
of the Christian world remains to be seen, 
but the rational presumption is th at they 
will exercise a very destructive effect upon 
the theory of plenary inspiration, to say 
the least; and that the weakening of confi­ 
dence in the accuracy of the text will lead 
to other and more far-rcaching results, can 
scarcely be doubted. 
The uew version 
of the Bible is largely a concession to the 
spirit of inquiry and free criticism which 
has been developing steadily during the 
present century. 
I t is an attem pt to cor­ 
rect the errors of the old translation, and 
to put the nearest possible approxima­ 
tion of the original text in the hands of 
the people. 
But in doiDg this it was in­ 
evitable that the conservatism which con­ 
stitutes so im portant a pillar of every 
religious creed should be rudely shaken, 
and the effect of this fliaking mu3t be to 
promote 
inquiry and to weaken 
faith. 
W ith a very large proportion of believers, 
doubt is fatal, and when these see, or think 
they see, th at the book which they have 
been taught to regard as inspired and as 
infallible, 
has been 
given 
to 
them 
full of 
errors, and 
th at 
upon 
some 
of these 
errors their most firm-rooted 
beliefs 
have 
rested, 
the 
presumption 
is th at they will with difficulty he per­ 
suaded to repose a similar blind faith in 
that book again. 
It is of course upon the 
orthodox believers in the Bible as a divine 
revelation that this kind cf shock must 
fall. 
The changes in the new translation 
will have no special significance for those 
who by 
study and 
examination 
have 
reached the conclusion that the Bible is a 
purely human compilation, liable to, and 
abounding in, human fallacies and errors. 
The effect of the new revision upou Or­ 
thodoxy, moreover, is likely to be pecu­ 
liarly exhibited in the efforts of the clergy 
to 
account for and explain away the 
changes which 
have been made. 
No 
doubt it will be open to all the world to 
reject the new version, but th at will not 
do away with the difficulty of having two 
equally orthodox and yet radically differ­ 
ent versions of the Scriptures. 
The pur­ 
pose of the revisors was no doubt friendly 
to Christianity, but it is by no means cer­ 
tain th at the results will equal their pious 
expectations. 


THE P0STUFFICS BUILDING. 


PACIFIC COAST. 


In our local columns yesterday we stated 
the facts about the present disgraceful con­ 
dition of the Postoffice accommodations in 
this city. 
Th¡3 m atter has been played 
with too long, and it is necessary that the 
Government should take it in hand. 
The 
W ashington authorities are understood to 
have determined upon a thorough reform, 
but nothing has been done, and the indica­ 
tions are such as to warrant the suspicion 
th at the contract will not be fulfilled 
unless the Department puts pressure upon 
the contractor. 
The Sacramento Post­ 
office 
is an im portant one. 
It is as 
ably administered as any in the country. 
For tw enty yeaiB it has been conducted 
in 
quarters 
which 
it is 
au 
outrage 
to ask men to work in. 
The building is 
unhealthy, foul, cramped, 
inconvenient 
and uncomfortable in all ways. 
Y et the 
owner of th at building his succeeded in 
getting his contract renewed every time it 
expired, despite 
protests 
and 
reports 
against it. 
While General James has his 
hand in at the work of reform, he will do 
well to bestow a little attention upon this 
matter, and thus refoim w hat the people 
of Sacramento have come to regard as 
nothing short of an ahuse of the first 
water. 
Either make the contractor carry 
out his contract, or break it, and move the 
Postoffice into habitable and commodious 
quarters. 


THE WATCH BOX. 


Chicago is ahead of all cities in the 
Union in one respect, and th at is in the 
employment of what are called “ watch 
boxes.” 
They have been in use but a very 
short time, yet they have so demonstrated 
their utility th at people now wonder how 
they ever got along without them. 
They 
are made of wood, either square or sexta- 
gonal in shape, are about three feet in di­ 
ameter and seven feet high, and are pro­ 
vided with a telephone locked in a box 
through a slot iu which runs a telegraph 
alarm lever. 
Each box is provided with a 
door th at is kept securely locked. 
The 
square boxes are usually fastened to a tele­ 
graph pole, while the sextagonal or newer 
form take the place of a lamp poet a t the 
corner of a street, the lamp being placed 
on its apex. 
Every member of the police 
and fire departments is furnished with 
keys to the doors of the watch boxes, and 
also with keys to open the boxes contain­ 
ing the telephones. 
Any responsible citi­ 
zen who desires can procure a key to the 
doors of the watch boxes upon making ap­ 
plication at the police headqunters. Each 
key is lettered and numbered, and a regis­ 
ter of the names and residences of the 
parties to whom they are furnished ¡3 kept. 
The boxes’ adjuncts are trim -built wagon*, 
each drawn by two good horses. 
They are 
stationed at convenient intervals through­ 
out the city. 
Each wagon is manned by a 
driver anil two policemen. 
We will sup­ 
pose a citizen is passing along the street 
late at night, when he encounters a gang of 
drunken roughs who assault him. 
There 
is no policeman within call to assist him, 
so the gang, after pushing and jostling him 
about, go on their way-. 
The citizen goes 
to the next corner, takes out the key and 
opens the door of the watch hex and pulls 
down the lever of the telegraph alarm. 
Each watch box lias its number and Idea­ 
tion recorded, the same as are fire-alarm 
boxes. 
In less than three minutes, and 
often in a minute, the wagon is at his side 
with two policemen to assist him. 
The 
citizen meanwhile has his Key remaining 
in the box, for, while it throws the lock 
bolt back, the same motion securely fast­ 
ens it in the box and he cannot take it out 
until it is released by a special key, vhich 
is only carried by police and firemen. 
If 
the citizen is badly injured, the wagon 
takes him to his home or the hospital, 
while the police go in search of the ruffians 
who have molested him. 
This is only one 
of the numberless ways in which the box 
can be made useful. 
It is also used by the 
police to have drunken or obstreperous 
prisoners taken to the station houses w ith­ 
out causing the patrolmen to leave their 
beats. 
In case of riot or time of great 
need a peculiar alarm is sounded on the 
engine house bells, when every policeman 
in the city goes to the nearest watch box 
on his beat and receives instantaneous tele­ 
phonic orders telling him where to go and 
what to do when he gets there. 


The Washoe Indians have received or­ 
ders from the city authorities to leave 
Carson, Nev., and remain outside the city 
limits during the hot season. 
This plan 
has been decided upon to guard against 
the possibility of small-pox breaking out 
and spreading among the whites. 
The 
Pintes of -Storey county have been ex­ 
pelled from Virginia City because of small­ 
pox in their midst, and it is thought that 
as the Washoes are like their neighbors on 
the Comstock—not specially clean in their 
habits—the same causes may lead to the 
same results. 


The Rainbow Quartz mine is proving 
fabulously rich, says the Downieville Mes­ 
senger. 
Last week three men in one day 
pounded out twenty-nine pounds of gold. 
For many days the yield has been about 
the same, and there seems to be no signs 
of its giving out. 
I t is undoubtedly the 
richest quartz ledgo ever discovered in Cal­ 
ifornia, if not in the woild.

T h e J ustices’ Salary C ase. Yesterday 
Judge Denson rendered a decision in the case 
of Coggins and Tubbs against the oity, upon 
a demand for their salaries as Jutticas 
of the Peace for the past quar­ 
ter. 
This action was commenced several 
weeks ago, under the provisions of Section 
103 of the Code Civil of Procedure, which 
allows the Justices, in cities of over 20,000 aud 
under 100 000 inhabitant», §2,000 per annum. 
City Attorney IV. A. Anderson interposed a 
demurrer, raising questions of unconstitu­ 
tionally of the section in question upon a 
number of grounds as heretofore given. The 
case was a few days since argued by Mr. 
Anderson in support of his proposition, and 
Messrs. Coggics and Tubbs in favor of 
their claim, and taken by the Court under 
advisement. Yesterday the Judge delivered 
an oral opinion sustaining the demurrer, 
which holds that Section 103 is clearly an­ 
tagonistic to the Constitution in several par­ 
ticulars, and at the same time regretted that 
the pressure of the business of Court pre­ 
vented him from preparing a written opinion. 
The plaintiff.!, after the order was entered, 
declined to amend their complaint, and ac­ 
cepted judgment at once, in order to get the 
case as soon as possible before the Supreme 
Court upon an appeal.

T e st or th e F ire O rd in a n ce —A ew e 
to test the powers of the city under the 
fire ordinance has been brought and was yes­ 
terday decided by Judge Denson. John 
Wagner, who was ab jut to put a shingle roof 
upon his new building on Ninth street, be­ 
tween I and J, was arrested therefor, upon 
the ground that to put such a roof upon a 
building within the fire limits would be a 
violation of the ordinance, which says that 
all buildings constructed wi-.hin said limits 
shall be entirely built of brick or stor.e. City 
Attorney Anderson aud Grove L. Johnson 
appeared on behalf of the city, and L S. 
Brown for defendant. The Court held that 
the ordinance in maintaining brick and stone 
only referred to the materials of which the 
walls of the building should be constructed, 
and said if more safeguard as to materials 
than this was desired, the ordinance must be 
amended. The defendant was discharged. 
Police Court.—In this Court yesterday 
M. Van Epern was fined §1 and costs for dis­ 
turbing the peace. Joseph Gaines, Ed. Car­ 
roll, Charles Wilson and George Smith were 
found guilty and fined §10 each and costs for 
sleeping in a railroad car. John Wilson, 
Charles Raymond, James Freeman and Jim 
Dugan were found guilty of same offense and 
cates continued until to-day for judgment. 
The eases of Ah Fi and Ah Sing, for disturb­ 
ing the peace, were continued until to-mor­ 
row. 
Picnic To d a y.—The farmers’ picnic at 
Beach’s Grove takes place to-day, ar.d a day 
of real enjoyment is assured to all who may 
attend. The grove is only a drive of about 
nine miles from this city, down the river­ 
side, and the reputation of these gatherings 
from those heretofore given will insure a 
large attendance. No admission fee will be 
charged to the grounds, while fishing and 
other sports in abundance will be among the 
attractions afforded in the vicinity. 
E m iiizzlem k.nt.—Jak e Lenson w as yester­ 
day arrested for embezzlement by officers 
Arlington, Valentine, Levy and Ash. De­ 
fendant is charged with selling a coat which 
was intrusted to him by Julius Orth, at An 
telope Station. The case will be htard 
before Justice Coggins. 
Patrick Donnelly, who is distressed with 
the idea, not that angels hover around him, 
but that he has swallowed one, and that it 
disturbs his digestion, was yesterday trans­ 
ferred from the City Jail to Napa Asylum.

UNITED STÁTÍS FISHERY STATION. 
The Rebuilding of the Woik—Increase of 
Former Capacity. 
Livingston Stone, Deputy United States 
Fiih Commissioner for California, is in the 
city, stopping at the Langham, accompanied 
by’his wife. He has just arrived from the 
East, by way of the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road, aud is collecting and ordering supplies 
and materials for the Government fi -h- 
hatchery station on the McCloud river. 
The former works at that place, which were 
located there in 1872 as the salmon-breeding 
station, and which have been under improve­ 
ment and development since, were all swept 
away by the flood of the past winter, with 
the exception of one buildimr, which was 
used for a Postoffice and dwelling. Quite a 
little village had been built up by the Com­ 
missioner of various building in connection 
with the fishery, bnt only the one remains, 
the rest having been broken up and carried 
away with the high water. This was the 
largest fish-breeding station in the world, 
and in fact was more extensive than all others 
in existence combined. 
ABOUT SIXTY MILLION EMBRYOS 
Have been furnished from this station, which 
have been distributed in all parts of the 
United States and also in most of the coun­ 
tries of Europe, and even cariied to Australia 
and New Zealand. 
AH the appliances for carrying on this 
work are now entirely pone, and Mr. Stone is 
preparing to fully rebuild and make the 
works better than the former, wherever ex­ 
perience has led to suggestions that will effect 
in.provement. The new- building will be lo­ 
cated at the same point, hut sufficiently back 
and above high-water mark for future safety. 
The materials for rebuilding are being largely 
shipped from here. About twenty carpen 
ters and other workmen will be employed 
upon the buildings and works, besides as 
many more Indians. Or the latter, most of 
them have been employed each season at the 
fishery, and have become valuable workmen 
about the place. 
GOLD MEDAL FOR THE BEST. 
The apparatus in use at this fishery 
station was not only the largest but the 
most perfect known. Mr. Stone last year 
sent models of the apparatus in use at the 
station to the International Fishery Ex­ 
hibition at Ceriio, and received a gold medal 
for inventions in fishing appliances and su­ 
periority of apparatus in use. The medal 
was received by him immediately prior to 
his leaving Washington recently for this 
coast, and consists of a solid gold medallion 
about two a^i three-fourths inches in di­ 
ameter and nearly three-sixteenths of an 
inch in thickness. Upon one side is a relief 
bust in profile of the Crown Prince of Ger­ 
many, with the words, in raised letters in an 
outer circle, “ Frederich Wilhelm, Kron- 
prioz Des Deutchen Reiches Und Von 
Preussen.’- Upon the other Bide, in 
relief work, is a goddess of the 
sea, holding out a 
wreath in one 
hand, and reclining upon an oar with the 
other, and having a back ground of the rip­ 
pling sea, with ships and light-house in the 
distance. Beneath the feet of the goddess 
are two fish, with heads pointing towards 
each other, and an eel between them. 
Around the margin are the words, “ Inter­ 
nationale Fischerei Auastellung zu Berlin, 
1880.” Mr. StoDe had previously received a 
bronze medal from the Acclimatization So­ 
ciety at Paris, for general success in the cult­ 
ure of fish. 
THE SALMON AND TROUT MINNOWS. 
It is now expected that the works will be 
rebuilt and ready for takiDg salmon eggs by 
the middle of August. The capacity in this 
branch of the fishery will be about the same 
as before, enabling the shipment of about 
15,000,000 eggs per year. Especial efforts 
are to be made this season to stock the Mis­ 
sissippi river. Two million salmon eggs will 
be forwarded to various points upon that 
river for this purpose, aud there hatched and 
planted. 
Deputy Commissioner Stone has orders to 
enlarge the portion of the fishery used for 
trcut-hatching, to make the capacity as great 
as may practicably be done. With the pre­ 
vious works there were at one time in the 
trout pond—where they were kept—from 
3,000 to 4,000 breeding trout, averaging from 
three to four pounds in weight each, and it 
was the finest sight in the line of trout col­ 
lection that could easily be imagined. 
THE METHOD OF CATCHING THESE 
Is by hcok and lire, as is quite generally 
done for a disitnce of about twelve miles 
along the McCloud river. A line about 150 
feet long is made fast at both ends, leaving 
the line above the surface of the water. From 
this at intervals of about ten feet lines with 
hooks are placed hanging into the stream 
nearly to the bottom ar.d baited with salmon 
roe. Duiing good fishing these lines are 
taken up and examined, or fish removed, 
every one or two hours, or if it be some dis­ 
tance from the station they are not visited so 
frequently. As the fish are taken from the 
hooks they are placed ia a tight vessel of wa­ 
ter, sufficiently large to keep them from be­ 
ing injured. From these they are transferred 
to temporary corrals built at points along the 
river. When a sufficient number has been 
thus collected, a couple of Indians employed 
at the hatchery start at the upper end and 
follow down the river, taking them into a 
crate and floating it down to the trout pond. 
No trout weighing less than a pound are 
taken to the hatchery, and those of smaller 
dimensions when caught are returutd to the 
river. 
THE PRESENT PROCESS OF SPAWNING, 
Or obtaining the eggs, does not injure the 
fish in the least, ar.d they aie kept in the 
ponds from year to year. The trout are not 
caught rapidly, and when fishing to renew 
the supply in the ponds, a catch of twenty- 
five largo ones per day upon the entire 
grounds is regarded as good Buccees. The 
salmon used for spawning purposes are taken 
in a net, and far more easily obtained, as 
they run in schools. 
The McCloud river trout, since its intro­ 
duction to the E istern waters, has proved a 
great favorite there, and is fonnd to thrive 
finely in all fresh-water strean s where it has 
been introduced. The demand for its eggs is 
very great, and increasing. The largest num­ 
ber of eggs which has been distributed in one 
year from these trout ponds was 3,000,000, 
but Mr. Stone states that the demand is 
now so large that 10,000,000 per annum 
would not be too large a supply for 
distribution. 
He will have in view 
the capacity to supply this demand in re­ 
building the works, for which he is new 
making arrangements. 
He expects to complete his purchases of 
supplies and materials in time to leave for 
the McCloud region to-morrow afternoon. 
George B. Williams, r< cenily bookkeeper at 
Lipman & Co.’s, of this city, takes the posi­ 
tion of bookkeeper and paymaster of the 
post for Mr. Stone, and has already goue in 
advance to the grounds. 
C ity T ru stees.—At the meeting of the 
Board of City Trustees yesterday, the Chief 
Engineer of the Water Works reported 168 
hours’ run of the works for the week, and 
that 10 813.050 gallons were lifted and de­ 
livered by the pumps. John Bellmer, as city 
expert, repotted the books of City Auditor 
McKee as correct, all the accounts balancing 
properly, and the records kept in a business­ 
like manner. In the matter of the demand 
of ex-police (fheer Smith for Balary, City 
Attorney Anderson reported adversely, say­ 
ing : “ The object of again contesting this 
matter seems to be to obtain a decision of the 
Supreme Court upon the question, overruling 
the decision in the case of the People vs. Hill, 
Seventh California. I am satisfied that the 
present decision will be affirmed, and there­ 
fore recommend that the cl-1m be rejrcted.”

IN 
INDIA. 


The scientific m anner in w hich the n a­ 
tive robbers in India prepare for th eir raids 
shows 
s. 
thorough 
know ledge of 
the 
dangers of their calling and the best guards 
against them . 
W hen th eir dusky bodies 
are least observable th ey remove their 
clothes, auoint them selves w ith oil, and 
w ith a single weapon, a keen-cdged knife 
suspended from th eir neck, creep and steal 
like shadows noiselessly through th e d ark ­ 
ness. 
If detected, their greasy and slip­ 
pery bodies assist them in eluding capture, 
w hile their razor-bladed knife dexterously 
severe the w rist of any detaining hand. 
B ut th e m ost ingenious device to escape 
capture is th a t shown by th e lthcel rob­ 
bers. 
I t often happens th a t a band of 
these robbers are pursued by m ounted 
Knglishmen, and unable to reach the ju n ­ 
gle, find them selves about to be overtaken 
upon one of these open plains which have 
been cleared by fire, the only shelter in 
sight being the blackened tru n k s or leaf- 
lesB branches oí small trees th a t perished 
in th e llames. 
For men so skilled in post­ 
uring this is shelter enough. 
Q uickly d i­ 
vesting them selves of th eir scanty clothing 
they scatter it w ith th eir plunder in small 
piles over the plain, covering them w ith 
th eir round shields so th a t they have the 
appearance of lum ps of earth and attract 
no attention. 
T his accomplished, they 
suatch up a fuw sticks, throw th eir body 
into a contorted position and stand or 
crouch immovable u ntil th eir unsuspicious 
enemies have galloped by. 
W hen all is 
safe they quickly pick up their spoil and 
proceed on their way. 
T he Rev. Dr. J. D. 
W oods give-s an interesting account of 
these marvelous mimics : 
“ Before the 
English had become used to these m aneu­ 
vers a very ludicrous incident occurred. 
A n officer, w ith a party oE horse, was 
chasing a Binall body of Ilheel robbers and 
w as fast overtaking them . 
Suddenly the 
robbere ran behind a rock or some such 
obstacle, which hid them for a moment, 
and when the soldiers came up the men 
had m ysteriously disappeared.
